BERLIN—(UP)—The French Army blew up the two antenna 
towers of the Russian-controlled Berlin radio station yesterday and 
Allied authorities awaited a Russian retort which may plunge the

@eommandant in Berlin, ordered the 
towers destroyed on the ground 
that they were a menace to the 
Allied airlift planes using the new- 
ly built Tegel Airport in the 
French sector. 


Radio Berlin, the biggest propa- 
ganda outlet in Central Europe, 
was completely silenced for two 
hours. By then the Russians were 
able to switch their broadcasting 
to their Deutschland sender sta- 
tion in their own occupation zone. 

Tension mounted as the Allies 
awaited Russia’s reply. The inci- 
dent was additionally important, 
and perhaps significant, because 
it was the first time France had 
taken a leading part in counter- 
ing the Russian blockade. Up to 
mow the United States and Great 
Britain had borne the brunt of the 
situation, with France in the back- 
ground.”

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Fine Start for the New Milk Board 


We believe the public generally will 
approve the decision of the new Milk Con- 
trol Board to let retail milk prices in the 
Atlanta area remain where they are, but 
to allow producers a premium for milk 
with higher butterfat conteat. 

The latter action provides an induce- 
ment greatly needed by the still small but 
growing dairy industry in Georgia. It 
will serve to improve tthe quality of dairy 
herds, for only milk from  better-bred 
stock is likely to attain the richness need- 
ed to command the premium price. 

Producers now are paid $6.06 per hun- 
dredweight for milk of four percent but- 
terfat content. Under the new ruling the 
same price will prevail for the same-qual- 
ity milk, but $6.76 will be paid for that 
with a butterfat content of five percent. 

In refusing to raise retail prices from 
22 to 24 cents a quart, an increase which 
would have allowed farmers $7 per hun- 


dredweight instead of the present $6.06;~ 
the Milk Board doubtless took into con- 
sideration the fact that since this pro- 
posal was broached some months ago feed 
prices have been declining steadily. Pro- 
ducers are not as hard put to make ends 
meet as they were. At the same time, 
however, the premium allowed for better 
quality milk furnishes producers an incen- 
tive for added profits. 

The decision to return to an old ruling 
allowing two cents off retail price on milk 
bought at stores in eight-quart lots was a 
sensible one, passing on to the consumer 
the saving in distribution costs. 

The new Milk Board is off to a fine 
start. We hope it will continue to be 
mindful of its dual function of éncourag- 
ing the growth and development of the 
dairy industry in Georgia and at the same 
time protecting the interests of con- 
sumers.

Why Unions Want the Tait Act Repealed 


. The big reason labor union leaders 
want the Taft-Hartley Act repealed is that 
they want the closed shop restored. 

The closed shop, under which a work- 
man cannot be hired unless he is a mem- 
ber of the union, is banned by the Taft- 
Hartley Act. It does, however, permit the 
union shop, which requires that an em- 
ployee become a member of the union 
within a specified period after he goes on 
the pay roll. 

Though the union shop is no respector 
of individual desires, it does eliminate the 
absolute monopoly which union leaders 
formerly exercised over the labor supply. 
Closed shop contracts developed into an 
unrestricted racket during the war when 
millions of dollars were mulcted from those 
who found that in order to get jobs in de- 
fense plants they first had to pay a union 
“initiation fee” ranging up to $100. Some 
unions adopted the practice of taking on 
all comers, collecting their initiation fees 
and then seeing that they were discharged

within a very few weeks. 

The closed shop gives union leadership 
arbitrary power over an individual’s right 
to earn a living. If it so happens that 
union leaders do not like his political 
views, the cut of his clothes or the color 
of his tie the job-seeker is barred by de- 
cree from entering his chosen occupation. 

Benefits of the closed shop accrue 
solely to union leaders who, by controlling 
a member’s ability to earn his daily bread, 
also are able to perpetuate and extend 
their own power. Their demand that 
the closed shop be restored betrays fears 
that they cannot maintain membership on 
a voluntary basis. Thats why so many 
unions insist upon the “checkoff,” a sys- 
tem whereby the employer collects union 
dues from wages and remits to the union. 
The unions know that if payment were 
left to the members’ own volition a great 
many would not pay. 

It seems to us it is time the unions 
were willing to stand on. their own feet.

Of Communism and Christianity

tianity?” may hardly seem immediately pertinent. 


The problem of finding food and firewood may | 


appear more urgent. Yet, in the long run, how men answer this question will help determine to- 
morrow's world. Because it is a basic and controversial issue, mere posing of the question in Lor? 


don’s morally alert atmosphere has provoked: a searching discussion in that remarkable forum, the i 


letters column of The Times of London. 


Indeed, it seems rather appropriate, as this 
anniversary year of the Marxist Manifesto of 
1848 draws to a close, that such thinkers as the 
Archbishop of York, Viscount Astor and Lt. Gen. 
Sir William G. S. Dobbie, defender of Malta, 
should have made vigorous answer to the claim 
of William Gallacher, rugged Scottish Communist 
member of Parliament, that Communism merits 
approval by Christianity. 


What precisely do we mean by Commu- 
nism? The Archbishop of Canterbury, Dr. 
Cc. F. Garbett, who stirred Mr. Gallacher to 
write his first letter, has differentiated in a 
weekday address between the primitive Com- 
munism practiced by the apostles in the Bibli- 
cal Beok of Acts—who divided their goods 
and gave to each man according to his need— 
and Marxist Communism as thundered forth 
teday by the Russians in the Kremlin. He 
termed Marxist Communism a menace as 
well as a challenge to Christianity. 


Mr. Gallacher’s retort sets forth the thesis 
which, to many Communists, gives them ideal- 
istic equality if not superiority to Christians. 
He wrote: 

Communism is a theory of society based on 
the proposition that the land and the means of 
wealth production should be the common prop- 
erty of the people and the foundation on which 
social relations should be established. Where is 
there a Chris Jew, Mohammedan or Bud- 
dhist who can take exception on moral grounds 
to that?” 

Few indeed would take direct issue with such 
a statement. Obviously, the fundamental ideal 
'of brotherly sharing, plus punishment of those 
who refuse to share, has had its appeal to ideal- 
istic, distracted individuals across the globe. 

But the first simple fallacy was pointed out 


by Lord Astor, whose letter was one of the initial 


replies to Mr. Gallacher. “We must judge Com- 
munism by happenings in the Soviet Union, not 
by anyone’s untested theories,” he commented— 
by present practices rather than its preach- 
men 


And the Communist means clearly do not 
matches the avowed ends. For Communists, by 
denying God, have.shut themselves off from 
inspiration of the intelligence on high. They 
have resorted instead to rule by human will, 
blind and bludgeoning. Though calling that will 
infallible, they have unwittingly rendered them- 
selves liable to all the vagaries and cruelties of 
what one of the apostles calls the “carnal mind.” 
Richard Acland, Labor MP, in another letter adds 
neatly that Communists “shatter human spontane- 
ity by imposing a system of government-regu- 
lated thought.” | 


A second fundamental error in Communist | 
thinking, as directly pointed out by these cor- 
respondents, is a distorted view of creation and 
the laws which they. believe govern their uni- 
verse—a view which is a product of their dia- 
lectical materialism. It is a misapprehension suf- 
ficient to distort all means, all ends, all plan- 
ning and all motives. 


Communists obviously do not believe in 
the Christian aim and end of life, the ad- 
vancement and enhancement of the dignity 
of man as the child of God. To them, indi- 
vidual man is secondary and the state is 
supreme. Indeed, they do not believe in God 
er the reality of spiritual things. 


No, as the Rev. Newell E. Wallbank, a rector 
of the Church of England, declares, “For the 
Marxist, all religion, science, art and literature, 
and indeed all man’s cultural and spiritual ideals 
and activities, are a by-product of economics.” 
Indeed, they feel morality itself is an offshoot of | 
a blind economic process. 


Governed by such dogma, bowing down to 


| an economic Moloch and with its idealism sullied | 
by class hatred and suspicion, Communism is | 


hardly compatible with genuine Christianity. 
Seeing this, one sees, too, that only enlightened 


thinking, plus further development of economi- | 


cally just democracy, by God-trusting people, 
will eause these fanatics to self-see their false 
gods and forsake tgem.

The Soviets 
Have Problems, Too 


Quite the best article on the Soviet Union 
which I have seen appears in the current SEP 
| by Mr. Edgar Snow, a writer of integrity and 
vast experience. Gt deals specifically with the revolt by Tito in 
Yugoslavia, but it wraps up the whole problem in a lucid manner. 
Mr. Snow does not believe there will be war for a considerable 
time. There are the obvious reasons. Russia would not have done 
so well in the march toward industrialization without the early 
help of our technicians. She would not have been the military 
force she was in the recent war without our technology and sup- 
plies.. This is not to say she is not capable of making progress on 
her own. She was, and will, of course. But it will be slow and 
it is not yet nearly well enough organized to begin a world war. 
Therefore, Mr. Snow analyzes the present stepped-up aggressive 
policy by the Kremlin as, first, a move to try and purge her own 
holdings and prevent another revolt such as that in Belgrade: 
and; two, to so solidify the stafus quo that she may obtain an 
armistice and an agreement on the basis of the status quo, includ- 
ing boundaries and puppets. 


Heresy In discussing all this, and the meaning of the Belgrade 

heresy, Mr. Snow illustrates better than anyone else 
heretofore has done, how the substitution, by the Communists, of 
the Kremlin dogma for religion, as follows: 

“Communists are atheists and accept no Supreme Being, 
but they have an operative equivalent. “hat is the Marxist 
concept — borrowed from Hegel of ‘historical necessity,’ 
which is invoked to sanction all their methods. But once the 
Kremlin haa won complete mastery of the Comintern and it 
alone could decide policy, it followed that the Kremlin alone 
could interpret ‘historical necessity.’ Soon after Lenin’s death 
foreign Communists in practice ceased to have any direct 
access to ‘historical necessity’ and ceased to influence Russian 
leadership. 

“During the years when the USSR was in reality ‘the only 
base of Socialism’ and could claim, therefore, to be the party 
worker’s ‘only fatherland,’ the Kremlin’s monopoly of the 
‘universal church’ was not difficult to maintain. Various na- 
tional Communist leaders found the dogma built ground 
Kremlin infallibility a potent asset in exacting unconditional 
obedience from their own followings. Not Moscow alone but 
energetic rebels in every country raised Stalin and the Rus- 
sian Politburo into personifications of sublime wisdom, to 
inspire the trust and precious faith needed by a great mass 
movement. 

“The belief-in-a-savior-abroad phenomenon is especially im- 
portant to Communist leaders still struggling in advanced 
democratic countries. It is not enough for them to separate 
fact from fiction, to distinguish ftom achievement and 
aspiration, and to make an assessment of the cost of the 
genuine progress made under the Soviet dictatorship. 

“It is necessary to have a myth—the myth of the Soviet 
Union as a land without real shadows, where there is ideal 
democracy, true individual security, ideal culture, ideal op- 
portunity, an altogether richer social life, and no exploitation 
of man by man. And this makes a powerful appeal to millions 
of underprivileged men and women, and serves much the same 
function in the world Communist movement as the miracles 
of religious folklore did in establishing the early influence 
of the great churches of history. 

“Without the faith in myth as a total reality, fatal doubts 
might cloud the masses’ devotion. Without it, workers might 
question whether Moscow always and everywhere tells the 
truth while its critics invariably deal in lies and fabrications. 
Without faith in the supreme wisdom and benevolence of the 
Kremlin, it would be impossible for the rank-and-file Com- 
munist in democratic countries to reconcile himself to the 
central paradox of his position. That is, the fact that he be- 
lieves himself to be an honest progressive ready to denounce 
and oppose all abridgments of civil liberties, all violations 
of democratic processes, all group privilege, all slave labor, 
all systems of piecework payment, all concentration camps, 
all Gestapos, all conscription, all preparation for war, all 
kinds of monopolies, all dictatorships, all exploitation of man 
by man, and so on. Yet in all those complaints he must 
always make an exception. He must defend, in the Russian 
world, the existence of each of those evils of which he con- 
ceives himself to be the implacable foe everywhere else.” 


And, he must not question the Kremlin. Tito did. 


Loyalty In their hurry and their fury to prevent questions: 

to prevent any other show of independence, the Krem- 
lin Communists forced through, at Warsaw in 1947, the amazing 
document demanded by e late Andrei Zhdanov. It amounted 
to an order to all Communists everywhere, including those few 
in the South, to wage sabotage and espionage against the former 
allies in the recent war. It declared Soviet defenses paramount 
to all other interests, and concluded that: 

“ ... if the outbreak of a counterrevolutionary war forces 
the Soviet Union to set the armed forces of the USSR into 
motion for the defense of Socialism, the Communists will 
call upon all toilers to work, with all the means at their dis- 
posal, and at any price, for the victory of the Red Army 
over the armies of the imperialists.”’ 

This is, as Mr. Snow says, at the heart of the Kremlin-Belgrade 
dispute and it also is at the heart of the problem of this country— 
to meet the disloyalty of Americans who are loyal to the Kremlin, 
without sacrificing any of our constitutional freedoms.

The walloping voters handed the Republican Party was clearly the worst election licking Re- 


publicans have taken since 1932. The defeat is all the more striking when viewed in the light of 


the long head start my party was given in the recent campaign. . 
In an article in the February, 1948, Progressive, I said: “Let my Republican Party never forget 
that there are not enough Republicans to elect a Republican President, nor enough Democrats to elect 


a Democrat as President. 


“In 1948—as always—the political balance of 
power will be held by the millions of independent 
voters in our country. Their eyes are watching 
the Republican majority now sitting in the 
Eightieth Congress. The record of that Republi- 
can Congress in the months immediately ahead 
will determine in a large measure whether the 
voters’ verdict in November 1948 will be victory 
or defeat for my party.” 

Thomas E. Dewey was handicapped by the 
Republican failure to make a record in Congress 
which would convince the peopje that my party 
could be counted upon to protect the economic 
weak from exploitation by the economic strong. 
Mindful of that record, it is understandable that 
farmers, teachers, organized labor, many small

I would emphasize as strongly as I know 
how that Thomas E. Dewey did not lose the 
election but rather the Republican Party and 
its strategy lost it for him. Further, I am con- 
vinced that Dewey would have brought our 
national government the administrative effi- 
ciency and the sound program of constitutional 
liberalism so sorely needed today. 


Now is the time for the Republican Party to 
reorganize so that the next Republican candidate, 
whoever he may be, will not have to plunge into 
the political swim of a campaign with the heavy 
stone of a reactionary congressional legislative 
record around his neck. 

There is no doubt that Mr. Truman succeeded 
in convincing millions of American people that 
the Republican Eightieth Congress had let them 
down. It did let the people down on some issues. 

Nevertheless, it made a much better record 
than the people were led to believe. For the 
most part, President Truman’s attacks on the 
Eightieth Congress were unanswered. 

It needed to be pointed out in clear terms, as 
some of us endeavored to do, that the record of 
the Eightieth Congress, in carrying out a sound 
bipartisan foreign policy under the able states- 
manship of Sen. Vandenberg, was historically a 
great one. It needed to be pointed out that this 
record in foreign relations had been marred on 
occasion by the blunders of the Democratic Ad- 
ministration. 

The public should have been reminded that 
the Taft-Hartley Act was no more the product 
of Republicans than of Democrats. 

It needed to be pointed out, too, that the 
so-called antiinflation bill, offered in the closing 
days of the special session of 1948, was a fhon- 
strosity. It is common knowledge that a ma- 
jority of Democrats in the Senate would not have

voted for it if they had thought there was any 
danger of its passing. 

It was up to the Republican leaders of Con- 
gress rather than Dewey to point out to the 
American people the good features of the record 
of the Eightieth Congress. It also was their obli- 
gation to confess its serious failures. 

We Republicans cannot afford to ignore the 
valiant fight by Harry Truman. His chief strate- 
gy consisted of discussing his differences with 
Congress. Republican speakers, for the most part, 
ignored those differences but the voters didn’t. 


Thus, the Republican organization as a whole | 


failed to take unequivocal yes-and-no stands on a 
series of specific issues which were disturbing 
large groups of voters. 

The future of the Republican Party, as I see 
it, will see further defeats unless the party can 
unite its forces in support of a sound, middle-of- 
the-road program of constitutional liberalism. 

Such a program will be unacceptable to the 
leftists who seek to destroy our capitalistic econ- 
omy and set up economic statism; it will also be 
opposed by the political and economic reaction- 
aries—and there are too many in both major 
political parties—who stand for a laissez-faire 


economy and a return to the normalcy of the | 


boom-and-bust cycle of the 1920s. The election 
has demonstrated, in unmistakable terms, that 
these extremist philosophies are not favored by 
the American people. 


It is plain, therefore, that constitutional 
liberals within the Republican Party have a 
real opportunity. They must offer a program 
based upon the view that one of*the rrimary 
objectives of the American system of repre- 
sentative government should and must be to 
protect the economically and politically weak 
from the exploitation of the economically and 
politically strong. Such a program, however, 
must be achieved within the framework of a 
private-property economy and in accordance 
with the legal principles and guarantees of the 
Constitution, including its precious Bill of 
(human) Rights. 


I shall support Administration bills, as I 
always have, when I think they are in the public 
interest; and I shall oppose them when I think 
they are otherwise. It is my view that it is not 
good Republicanism, and it certainly is not good 
statesmanship, to place narrow partisanship above 
the true merits. of a bill when one comes to vote 
upon it, 

It is my hope that those of us in the Republi- 
can Party who call ourselves constitutional lib- 
erals will present a more united front in the next 
session of Congress than sometimes was the case 
in the last. Too many Republicans are inclined 
to talk liberal and vote reactionary.

PRICE, STRIKE PLAGUED 


Armour Loss for Year 
Set at Nearly $2,000,000 


CHICAGO—(#)—Armour & Company, the nation’s second largest 
packing firm, announced yesterday it operated during its last fiscal 
year, ending Oct. 30, 1948, at a net loss of nearly $2,000,000. The 
year’s figures still are subject to audit. 


George Eastwood, Chairman of 
the Company, said the Company’s 
operations “were adversely affect- 


ed by the severe commodity price-| 


break in February, by the 10-week 
strike of the CIO Packing House 
Workers which commenced in 
March and by the tremendous in- 
crease in livestock prices which 
followed our re-entry into the com- 
petitive livestock markets at the 
end of the strike.” 

During the last decade, East- 
wood said, the Company had 
earned $13,700,000 annually, “or 
about one cent per dollar of sales.” 
In the domestic meat division, he 
said, “the average profit during 
this 10-pear period was one-sixth 
of a cent per dollar of sales or one 
twenty-eighth of a cent per pound 
of product.” 

On Sept. 3, Directors of the 
Company took no action on a com- 
mon dividend due at that time, 
and Eastwood said “results so far 
this year have not been satisfac- 
tory.” The announcement, how- 
ever, was the first that the Com- 
pany had not made any profit. 

In October, the Company bor- 
rowed $40,000,000 from insurance 
companies, stating it needed the 
money “to augment working cap-
